More than 3,000 m ourners cram m ed into a downtown Beirut mosque 
shouting antigovernment slogans as Moslem sheikhs conducted 
funeral services for seven Palestinian guerrillas killed during the four 
days of fighting with Israel which ended Monday. 
Israel s largest newspapers today m ade it clear that the troops 
withdrew from Lebanon only because the mission was completed, not 
because the United Nations adopted a resolution calling for the 
retreat.

Trade Commission (FTC), has plunged 
into his first public dispute with the White 
House, which has long been reported leery 
of Kirkpatrick's tough regulatory policies

policy, 
Kirkpatrick strongly defended the FTC’s 
controversial suggestion that broadcasters 
be required to give free air time for public 
serv ic e 
arg u m e n ts 
against 
some 
commercial advertising claims. 


K irk p atrick 
did 
not 
nam e 
the 
administration, nor Whitehead, but he told 
a 
legal 
conference 
Monday 
he 
was 
surprised at the criticism levelled against 
the 
FTC 
proposal 
And 
he answered 
Whitehead's complaints point bv point 


Since the FTC enforces federal laws 
against false advertising, Whitehead said 
in a speech earlier this month, the agency 
was shirking its duties and “ passing the 
buck’’ to the Federal Communications 


Commission <FCC) to which the FTC 
suggestion was sent 


But Kirkpatrick said clamping down on 
false ads fails to protect the consumer 
from 
one-sided commercials 
on 
such 
subjects as pollution, nutrition and product 
safety. He said the present system gives 
business a monopoly on consumer atten­ 
tion. 


“ Why ... should an advertiser have the 
right 
to 
monopolize 
the 
consumer's 
attention by trumpeting the virtues of his 
products when a consumer who learned of 
an aspect undesirable to him might not buy 
it if the attention monopoly were ended7” 
Kirkpatrick said. 


I think those who would protect the 
consumer from too much information do 
him a real disservice.” 


Neither Nixon or anyone else in the

criticized 
Kirkpatrick, but last year there were 
persistent rumors that Nixon planned to 
promote Kirkpatrick out of the FTC by

Merlin Gerkin. of the union’s national 
executive board, said the new proposal 
“ was certainly encouraging ... and I am 
hopeful we can get an early settlement .”

Arnold Wells, president of 
a company that was the first 
to serve the hospital indus­ 
try in this area, explained 
the intricacies of the closed 
circuit communications sys­ 
tem and its place in the 
world of illness 


“We use television foi a 
visual nurse-call system 
he 
said “The nurse and patient 
can see each other. This 
overrides any regular pro­ 
gram they may be watching. 


“And if the set isn’t turned 
on at the time the patient 
wants to ‘call* the nurse.’’ he 
added, “by just pushing a 
button he activates the elec­ 
tronic system and a picture 
comes on the screen ’’ 


Phyllis Chewning, Wells 
attractive vice president in 
charge of operations, said 
that nurses kid about some 
of 
the 
patients being 
“hams.” They like to “ be on 
television." 


However, surveillance tor 
serious problems is the No. 
1 use for this device. 


The closed-circuit system, 
according to Wells, plays an 
important role in pediatrics 
cases. 


“ In one hospital, they 
saved a very sick little boy 
from falling out of bed and 
being seriously hurt,” he 


said, “simply because he 
was being watched on the 
screen.’’ 


There’s Visitvision. too— 
one open channel on which 
a child can visit with an ill 
parent via the screen and 
the sound portion of the 
visit is done via telephone 


Visitvision is also used for 
church services. 


Any set at a bed has low 
voltage to prevent elec­ 
tronic problems. 


For contagious diseases, 
there is two-way video out­ 
side the patient areas. 


The system is also used 
for watching drug areas, 
parking lots and other se­ 
curity jobs. 


And if that's not enough 
for the litt le box to be 
handling, plans are in the 
works for future uses to bet­ 
ter the lot of the hospital 
shut-ins 


Open channels will be 
used to permit patients to 
play chess with each other 
without leavihg their sepa­ 
rate beds. 


Another plan is to use 
television in such a way that 
one patient can turn the 


page of a book on the screen 
b> pushing a button while 
another is still reading the 
same page. 


"There’s lots more coming 
up, the two executives said 
But this is all in the future 
Technically, it could be done 
now but it involves too much 
money at the moment.” 


Still, even if we have to 
wait for those new miracles 
to come to pass, it must be 
admitted that the lilt ole 
tube has come a long way 
since the 
40s and Uncle 
Milty.

OCEAN FISHING 
The salm on w ere definitely off the feed early last week, 
but later things picked up very considerably, as did the size 
of the fish. Some were in the 20-pound class, but the 
average was probably around tw elve pounds. 
Two local anglers lim ited out with six fish, all over ten 
pounds. Last week Harbor A ssociates, who operate the 
launching 
facility at Port San Luis, reported that 215 
boats cam e in with 232 salm on, which is not a showing If 
the weather keeps up it should go higher this week 
Party boats will average about 1*2 fish per angler, with 
daily departures from Avila pier. 
We checked in at Santa Barbara and found that salm on 
fishing was on the slow side. Salmon are schooling, but not 
hitting very hard. The few fish taken were on the large side, 
som e running as high as 20 pounds. 
The DFG estim ated the total salm on catch statew ide 
over the opening weekend at 13,000 to 14,000 fish or far m ore 
than the total number of salm on taken in the state during 
February last year. 
The 
Departm ent is going to stock 
100,000 salm on 
fingerlings, 250.000 yearling silver salm on, and 380.000 
yearling steelhead. These fish will m ove out to the ocean 
where they will grow to adult size before returning to 
spawn in the stream s in which they w ere stocked The fish 
will be stocked in northern coastal stream s, and are part of 
the 
DFG 
program 
to 
improve 
and 
rebuild 
native 
anadromous fish in coastal w aters. 
The winter trout and steelhead season in tidal w aters will 
close at the end of this month. Surfing for steelhead off 
Oceano beach has been slow , with cold winds and heavy 
sw ells. It has not been a good steelhead year locally, 
especially in the stream s north of Cambria, where lack of 
ram and flood conditions failed to take out the sand bars 
FRESHW ATER ANGLING 
Lake N acim iento’s king sized crappie highlighted an 
excellent week of fishing The “ slabsides” are moving from 
the brushy and stumpy areas in to about 7 or 8 feet of water. 
Best baits are m eal worm s as a trailer on a sm all crappie 
lure. 
Black bass fishing also picking up with m any lim its in the 
2 to 3 lb. class. White bass are showing up again, but still 
not as plentiful as in the fall 
Catfishing fair to good Night or early morning anglers 
are scoring. The fish are hitting best on clam and anchovy 
baits worked in the sm all deep coves. 
Margarita Lake reports black bass and crappie head the 
list, with som e lair to good catfishing. 
Lopez still good on trout, but bass fishing slow due to cold 
water. 
The DFG will be stocking Lower N acim iento River, 
Oceano Lagoon, and Whale Rock Reservoir this season with 
catchable trout, in addition to the normal run of lakes in 
this area 
We had the chance to look over som e of the San Diego 
County Lakes last week, notably Cuyam aca and Hem et 
Lakes. While the pressure was terrific, we saw som e nice 
lim its of planted trout taken in both lakes. But like 
everywhere else, they are suffering from a water shortage 
From there we hit the Salton Sea. Here the fishing was at 
a standstill with only a few croaker being taken The water 
was far too cold and the sm aller fish had not yet com e into 
the shallow beaches. When they do, big corvina com e in 
after them , so no sm all fish no corvina 
We visited the first warm water fish hatchery installed 
by the DFG near Niland. Thousands of yellow catfish are 
being spawned every spring and held in the huge ponds that 
stretch for m iles over the desert. Here they remain until 
too big for the predatory bass, and are then being released 
Next lake was the new Lake Cahuilla built by Rivers de 
County. This water has been wonderfully well designed. It 
is apparently a m an-made lake, and has a wide berm all 
around with a paved road in the m iddle, so that cars can be 
driven to the w ater’s edge. There are date tree groves with 
cam ping facilities. A well designed fishery 
We saw a trout caught by the park ranger, and are of the 
opinion that it was tam e fish, used for the occasion to show 
visitors that there were fish in the Lake We saw many 
anglers but no fish There are great possibilities, however, 
as it will be a trout lake in winter and a warm water fishery

Tough law 


A tough, new law designed to remove 
dangerous and irresponsible drivers from 
America's highways has been proposed by 
the National 
\ssociation of Insurance 
Agents, 
the oldest 
md 
largest 
such 
organization in the country. 
Hie model law will he recommended to 
NA1A state affiliates for enactment in 
each state legislature. 


Lnder the proposed legislation, called 
the ‘ Habitual Offender Act.' a person 
convicted of an accumulation of major or 
minor traftii offenses loses Ins driver s 
license for lift* and is subject to a 
mandatory prison term it he continues to 
drive. An offender who stays ‘clean" for 
five years may, however, apply to the 
coui t for reinstatement of his license 
Six states already have similar habitual 
оtfender laws. Virginia was the too.

Massachusetts. In Virginia, the law is 
credited with helping bring down that 
state's fatality rate per 100 million miles 
from 5.2 in 1968 to 4.3 in 1970. 
In the past 10 years, half a million 
Americans have been killed in traffic 
accidents, most of them victims of a 
habitual offender. NAIA's argument is 
that many of these accidents would not 
have occurred had courts been required to 
impose 
the 
ultimate 
penalty 
— 
imprisonment 
on those who have shown 
a consistent disregard for the law, rather 
than waiting until after tragedy happens. 
it remains to be seen whether the law- 
abiding 
driving 
public 
is 
sufficiently 
alarmed about the highway slaughter to 
d< mand the enactment, and enforcement, 
of habitual offender legislation.

For 
months I have been threatening to 
haul down the 10-speed bike out of 
number two son’s room and get 
going on a long-overdue program of 
physical exercise. Sunday afternoon 
I gave number one daughter a jingle 
and suggested that the time was 
right for her to give me some 
instructions on the intricacies of a 
10-speed 
"Right on,” she replied 


While waiting for 
her to wheel over I 
doffed the church 
clothes and got in to 
my grubbies, which 
included an old pair 
of "pedal pushers.

thereby negating the need for a 
bicycle clip. The first hassle with 
the two wheeled monster came in 
getting it out the back door. It was 
all wheels, pedals, gears and cables 
and no room for me! Ah, there is the 
piercing 
whistle announcing the 
daughter’s arrival for the first 


lesson. Do not think that this was 
my first try at riding a bicycle — far 
from it. 


Some 
years 
ago 
my 
Girls 
Friendly Society group and I took 
bike hikes, mostly up Miguelito 
Canyon, and I could outride and 
outlast them all But that was on the 
old - fashioned one-speed variety 
which nowadays is definitely "out.” 
Those two shifting gears have been 
spoiling my sleep off and on for 
some time and I have heard some 
wild tales about the results of 
squeezing the brake handles too 
suddenly.

The wishing well. 


Being 
in business these days 
means doing business with the state, 
county or federal governments to 
greater or lesser extent. Hospitals 
are no exception. 
No hospital public or private can 
really say it’s independent of the 
governmental involvement Lompoc 
District Hospital has had its share 
of such experiences and as time 
goes on it’ll probably have more as 
the incidence of Medi-Cal and Medi­ 
care rises. 
Statistics for the 
local hospital are 
interesting. In 1969 
the hospital had a 
total 
of 
20,709 
patient days. This 
was broken down to 
4,552 days or 22 per 
cent for Medi-Cal; 
6,861 days or 33 per 
cent for Medicare; 
and 9,296 days or 45 
per 
cent 
for 
all 
other types of pay 
systems. 
A total patient-day load of 26,090 
in 1970 was split 7,888 days or 30 per 
cent for Medi-Cal; 7,123 days or 29 
per cent for Medicare; and 11,079 
days or 41 per cent for all other pay 
types. 
In 1971 there were 26,154 patient 
days split 8,177 days or 31 per cent to 
Medi-Cal; 12,226 days or 46 per cent 
to Medicare; and 5,751 days or 23 
per cent to all other types of 
payment. 
Note the decline of private or 
private insurance paying patients 
from 45 per cent in 1969 to 23 per 
cent in 1971. 
For 
reasons 
that 
are 
not 
immediately clear the number of 
private paying patients rose in 1970 
although the percentage of the total 
it 
represented 
fell 
by 
four 
percentage points. 
Note also that the number of 
private paying patients in 1971 at 
5,751 was lower than those for either 
Medi-Cal or Medicare — the first 
time over the three year cycle. 
Hospital administrators could say 
a lot about the problems of dealing 


with government and at the same 
time would acknowledge that there 
is no other way. 
It’s kind of 
frustrating, 
which 
may 
be 
a 
ludicrous understatement. 
Take 
Lompoc 
Hospital 
for 
example. The two governmental 
medical programs pay a maximum 
of $14 a day for basic medical 
services while the hospital figures 
its figure of $18 for the services is 
low. 
Then 
to 
top 
it 
off 
the 
government comes in periodically 
and indicates that even some of the 
services offered under the $14 a day 
pittance will not be paid because in 
some inspector’s view the service is 
not eligibile. 
Every hospital administrator and 
every hospital board of directors is 
keenly aware of the chancy life they 
lead. 
Lompoc 
Hospital 
has 
a 
financial cloud of about $100,000 — 
plus hanging over its humanitarian 
head which the government says it 
wants back as being money that 
inspectors now say was paid for 
ineligible services. 
The venerable Visiting Nurses 
Association had a taste of such 


things a couple of years ago. The 
association abandoned its service 
for the Lompoc area when the prime 
medical 
service 
operators 
said 
some 
time-honored 
services 
rendered in the home were not 
eligible for payment and the money 
back to be repaid. 
Of course the determination that a 
service 
is 
ineligible 
sometimes 
comes years after the service has 
been rendered. 
While hospital staffs are awaiting 
some future doom, they try as well 
as they can to interpret sometimes 
nebulous 
guidelines 
which 
the 
government lays down and then just 
as nebulously revamps with the 
changing political climate. 
it s all mean» to keep the govern­ 
mental programs within the limits 
of what the public can be expected 
to pay, hut the procedures could he 
changed to eliminate the cruel and 
belated announcement that sums of 
money must be repaid. 


were not the kind I was used to, the 
road slanted downwards toward the 
curb and the wind suddenly became 
gusty.
